Public Building ant ag the Appropriation 
ilis. 


Wasuinoron, February 1.—In the house of 
representatives to-morrow, individual motions 
to suspend the rules will be in order, and a 
number of members will endeavor by this 
means to secure the immediate passage of 
special measures. A two-thirds vote will 
be necessary to pass any bill that may be con- 
sidered.

Wasninaton, February 1.—Senator Bayard 
was aske«| if he believed the new administra- 
tion should bea business administration.

They issue a —— to pay and take 
the promise up with another promise to pay. 
They bave not settled the silver question. hey 
have not removed thegoutrageous wrongs of the 
tariff. They have dae nothing for American 
shipping. They have left us the wreck of a navy. 
The new administration must undertake to dis- 
pose of the problems arising 
out of this condition of things. 
How it shail proceed is a momentous question. 
if it is to be controlled by political tyranny such 
as that which has held sway of recent years, it will 
soon sink and go tornin, and it ought to. Unless 
itis to occupy a higher ground in this respect thau 
thore administrations that have recently preceded 
it, 1 want notbing to do with it. Ihave been here, 
and I know how things have been done. I have 
seen the infamies of partisan supremacy and greed. 
If I rightly interpret the influences by which 
Mr. Cleveland was elected he comes 
here free trom embarrassing obligations and can 
sdopt sucha policy as he in his own heart and 
copscience and good judgment may hold to be best 
for the whole country. His election was not so 
much party triumph asa triumph of honesty and 
reiorm. lie was not elected by democrats ‘alone. 
There isa certain powerful and well-defined pub- 
lic sentiment to which he owes allegiance, and if 
he is faithful to the promptings of that sentiment 
he will net submit to the dictation of the poli- 
ticiazis.’’

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NEW YORK DYNAMITE. 


THE TERFORIST METHOD TRIED 
ON AN EMPLOYER. 


The Front of a Store Torn Up,and Four Men Found 
Near by—Orowds of People Viewing the Wreck 
—Believed to Have Been the Work of 
Strikers — General Telegrama, 


New York, February 1.—The first criminal 
use of dynamite in this city has greatly excited 
the people here to-day. An explosion took 
place at a very late hour last night. One or 
two morning papers made second editions, 
giving the news. The explosion was at Garry 
Brothers’ dry goods store, at Grand and Allen 
streets, and that section of the city was crowded 
to-day with persons who had been attracted 
by the report of the attempt to destroy preperty 
with dynamite. There were a number of per- 
sons passing the spot at the time of the explo- 
sion, but none of them were injured. Police 
Captain Allen and a squad “of officers 
guarded the premises: The goods 
in the Allen street side of the store of 
Garry Brothers, and also in that of Ridley & 
Sons, the windows of which had also been 
emashed by the explosion, were removed for 
safety to the interior of the stores. 

FOUR MEN ARRESTED. 

Shortly after the explosion four mem were 
found by the police in the shadow of the Riv- 
ington street station ofthe Elevated road. One 
of them, “Charles Henry,’’ a laborer, who said 
he lived in Williamsburg, was found to be 
severely cut about the head and face, and the 
others, William Britton, a waiter, and James 
Daily, aclerk, and Joseph Lamp, a printer, 
were bindin; - Henry’s wounds. The quar- 
tette were seized and locked up, and to-day at 
Essex Market police court, they were re- 
manded. To-day’ a lad was brought to the 
station house and was charged with experi- 
menting with dynamite at the corner of 
Grand and Essex streets, where he succeeded 
in dislodging a portion of the horse-car track. 
He could not be connected with the other ex- 
plosion. The bomb or cartridge which caused 
the explosion last night must have been 
placed immediately underneath the frame- 
work the window of Gary Bros’. store. The win- 
dow-casing, sash and the glass were entirely 
demolished. The shock was felt several 
hundredgfect away. 

THE CAUSE OF THE ATTACK. 

There is no evidence that the 
cartridge was applied to Ridley’s store. 

Had it net been for the heavy clevated rail- 
road structure, which runs up Allen street be- 
tween the two stores, however, the probabil- 
ity isthat the good partof the west side of 
Ridley’s building would have suffered. Many 
of Ridley’s employes came to the spot to guard 
the premises. The damage to both buildings 
will reach $2,500. The police are satisfied 
that the explosion is the outcome of the strike 
of Gary Bros.’ employes. 
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THE PATENT OFFICE. 


——— 


The Business of the Year Shown to Have 
Been Highly Satisfactory. 

WASHINGTON, February 1.—The an- 
nual report of the commissioner of patents for 
the year ended December 31, 1884, has been 
handed to the secretary ofthe interior. That 
pert of the report which relates to the finances 
of the bureau, shows that there was received 
during the year from all sources $1,075‘799, 
and that there was expended $970,580, an ex- 
cess of receipts over expenditures of $105,219. 
There is in the treasury ofthe United States 
a balance account of the patent fund of §$2,- 
781,695. The summary of the work 
of the office forthe year show that there were 
issued 20,297 patents and designs: that 116 
patents were re-issued, and that 1,021 trade 
marks and 513 labels were registered. 12,301 
patents expired during the year, and patents 
were withheld in 2,839 cases for non-payment 
of the final fee. Of thé patents issued 19,013 
were to citizens of the United States, and 1,- 
284 to citizeus of foreign countries. The com- 
missioner again calls attention to the inade- 
quacy of the rcoms and of the facilities for 
conducting the business of the office, and to 
the unfitness of the rooms now occupied for 
occupation by human a, and says that 
several deaths have already occurred from 
diseases contracted in‘the foul,damp rooms. He 
also calls attention to the insufficiency of the 
facilities for conducting the examination, and 
recommends that an appropriation be made 
jor a laboratory and such appliances and fix- 
tures as are necessary. He asks that the force 
of examiners be largely increased, stating that 
the present force is inadequate. In connec- 
tion with this matter he says that those hav- 
ing business with the office have paid to 
the government funds ample to provide 
everything essential to the prompt and proper 
despatch of business, including the increase of 
room, the in_rease of force and the additional 
facilities, is certain, and respectfully submit 
thai it would be difficult to find a satisfactory 
reason for withholding the fund from the use 
of which the government received it, to-wit: 
to pay the expense of the prompt and proper 
disposition of business brought to the patent

was received to-day from ex-President Grant 
by Mrs. Colfax. After saying that his health 
is improving from a disabling attack of sore 
throat, he says: ‘““Mr. Colfax and I were per- 
sonal friends from the day of our association 
on the same ticket for the two highest oflices 
in the giftof the nation up to his untimely 
and unexpected death. I was always his de- 
fender against what I believed to be most un- 
just charges.” The letter abounds with ex- 
pressions of the heartfelt sympathy of Mrs. 
Grant and himself with Mrs. Colfax and her 
son in their sudden and great loss, and closes 
with additional werds of eulogy of the char- 
acter of Mr. Colfax. President Arthur also 
ends a letterexpressing feelings of the deep- 
east sorrow at the death of Mr. Colfax.

“T simply said you were not a gentleman,” 
said Bates, “and 1 say so now.”

Mrs. Pollard was so 
much absorbed in her writing that she did 
not notice how late it was. Her dog had 
been restless and had actedin a peculiar, 
nervous Manner for sometime. Finally the 
animal howled piteously, and Mrs. Pollard, 
startled from her work, noticed that it was 
1:30 g. m. Her room was half full of 
smoke at the time, but she had not noted the 
fact. She tried to open the hall door to ascer- 
tain where the smoke came from, but forgot 
that the key was in her pocket. Becoming 
alarmed she pounded on the door leading to 
the. cheir school untilshe awoke Professor 
Vorcester. He opened the door 
and they went into the hall 
together. Smoke was rising from the 
first floor in great clouds. The professor ran 
down to the street and sent out an alarm of 
fire. Whenthe firemen reached the house 
Mrs. Pollard was still on the second floor half 
choked. Whey carried her down the burning 
stairway Safely.

THE PROGRESS OF THE BRITISH 
COLUMNS, 


General Earle to Fight a Battleon the Third-A De- 
serter’s News From the Mshdi’s Camp—Ths 
Casualties of Abu Klea Wellse—From 
the Continental Capitals—Btc. 


Loxpon, February 1.—The following des- 
patch was received to-day from General Lord 
Wolseley: 

Genegal Earle has advanced his troops to 
within seven miles of Birti, but will be unable 
to concentrate them im readiness for an attack 
on that place until the third, owing to the 
difficulty experienced in navigating the river. 
The enemy holds a_ strong position 
at Birti. A deserter from the rebel 
ranks says the commander at Birti has received 


a letter from the emir of Berber, stating that 
the British have captured Metamneh and sent 
steamers to Khartoum with troops and stores 
for the garrison there. The emir strongly ad- 
vised the commander at Birti to not oppose 
General LFEarle’s advance, as the British. 
were sending troops across the des- 
ert from Korosko to Abu Hamed to 
suppress the rebels, The letter also 
reported the names of the Sheikh’s killed at 
the battle at Abu Klea wells, and stated that 
& rumor was current that Hussein Pasha 
Khalifa has died in the Mahdi’s camp. The 
deserter recently left Berber, where he says 
there are 26 survivors of the massacre of Col- 
onel Stewart’s party, who were wrecked in the 
Nile in one of Gordon’s steamers. The survi- 
vors consist of Syrians and Greeks. The de- 
serter says they are not imprisoned, but are 
not allowed to foe Berber. 
GENERAL STEWART'S SUCCESSOR. 

General Sir Rivers Buller, General Lord 
Wolseley’s chief of staff; has been temporarily 
appointed to succeed General Stewart as com- 
mander of the expedition to Khartoum via 
Metamneb. General Sir Evelyn Wood suc- 
ceeds General Buller as chief of staff. General 
Greenfell succeeds General Wood as com- 
mander in chief of the Egyptian army. Gen- 
errl Cleny succeeds General Greenfe.i in com- 
mand of the Nile. 


Death of Lord O’ Hagan. 

Lonpon, February 1.—Theright Hon. Baron 
Thomas O’Hagan, member of the house of 
lords, formerly lord high chancellor of 
Ireland, died to-day. 


Death of Senator De Lame, 

Paris, February 1.—M. Duprey de Lame, 
the well known engineer isdead. He was life 
senator and grand officer of the legion of 
heneor. He was 68 years old. 


Guarding Against the Dynamiters,. 
Lonpon, February 1.—Extra sentinels have 
been placed about the government offices to 
guard against dynamite outrages. 


Dynamite Approvedin Manchester, 

Mancuester, February 1.—O’Leary, the 
Fenian, lectured to 4,000 persons here this 
evening. Hecondemned the recent dynamite 
outrages, and said they were likely to com- 
plete the enslavement of Ireland, 
He characterized the dynamiters 
in America as ignorant and unscrupulous fan- 
atics. O’Leary was frequently interrupted by 
persons in the audience. 

An Irishman of Liverpool, named Connelly, 
said: “No honest Irish patriot should de- 
neunce apy weapon an Irishman uses against 
Evgland.” 

This statement evoked great applause. 
Other speakers followed, who strongly advo- 
cated the use of dynamite against England. 
(Cheers were given for O’Donovan Rossa.)

CAPTURED DURING THE WAR. 


Connecticut Soldiers to Return the Flag of 
the Fourth Mississippi Regiment, 

Hartrorp, Ct., February 1.--Lieutenant- 
Colonel Healy and other veterans of the 9th 
Connecticut volunteers have planned a pre- 
sentation affair to occur at New Orleans dur- 
ing Februury, which may establish a graceful 
precedent for other fraternal meetings of 
veterans of the opposing armies. During the 
war the 9th captured the flag of the 4th Mis- 
sissippi at Pass Christian, Miss.,, and. it was 
wd, to Hartford and placed in the state 
armory with four similar trophies taken by 
otherregiments. Captain Wright of the 9th, 
who has for years resided in New Orleans, was 
instrumental in bringing the officers of his 
regiment into communication with those of 
the Mississippi regiment, and the result was 
an offer from the 9th to restore the flag to 
those who fought under it. The legislature 
to-dav upapimously passed reselutions trans- 
ferring the flag to Lieutenant-Colonel Healy 
and others, who will meet a committee of the 
confederate regiment at New Orleans. The 
flag is of white silk, with blue field, bearing a 
single embroidered star, and is badly dilapi- 
dated by time. It is proposed to restore it as 
nearly as practicable to its original condition 
by ineerting new material. 


THE GALVESTON DEPOSITORS, 


A Proposition to Re-establish the Broken 
Bank im Public Confidence. 

GaLveston, Tex., February 1—A_ called 
meeting of the depositors of the suspended 
Island city Savings bank was held last night. 
The report of the depositors’ committee, ap- 
pe ‘ated ata previous meeting, was read and 
adopted by nearly a unanimous vote. This 
report embraces a proposition from the 
heaviest stockholders and several 
leading citizens, not interested in 
the bank, stipulating that if the depositors 
sna other creditors agree to accept seventy- 
four cents on the dollar, they will subscribe 
one hundred thousand dollars for new capital. 
A majority of the depositors have agered to 
sccept the proposition, and it is now believed 
that the resumption of tne bank is 
assured within a fortnight, $72,000 
of new capital is already subscribed. 
The proposition, however, is contingent on all 
the creditors accepting 74 percent, their 
claims to be paid 25 per cent within ten days, 
the balance in three, six and nine months, 
A number of parties who held accounts against 
bank property have signified their intent of 
accepting the settlement. F “l

resent. He expected a million or so and was 
velighted to that extent. He informed his 
friends of his expectations and reeeived their 
congratulations. On the morning of his birth- 
day he found a bulky envelope beneath his 
breakfast plate which contained twenty-five 
$1 bills.

WHICH IS TO ENRICH FUTURE 
MAPS OF ALABAMA. 


Philetus Tells How New Yowns are Bnilt—The

BIrMINGHAM, February 1.—[Special correspon- 
dence.}]—Arondale, is the prettymame selected by 
a party of capitalists of this city for the suburban 
town which they propose building about half a 
mile from the corporate limits of Birmingham. 
It may strike¢ some of your Augusta readers as be- 
ing alittleodd, this thing of stating so confi- 
dently that certain men will build a town at a cer- 
tain plece. After one comes to see how it is done, 
it déesn’t seem so strange after all. A few men 
backed up with ample capital, full of pluck and 
energy, and possessing an abiding faith in the fu- 
ture growth of the city near which they propose 
investing, select 4 piece of ground 
and begin at once to lay it off into [streets, av- 
enes and town lots. When the streets are all prop- 
erly graded, a highly colored map is then strack 
oft showing beautiful corner lots on the loveliest 
and most aristocratically named streets imagina- 
ble. Altout this time the sale of lots begius, a 
good many are bought because they can be had 
cheap. Some ofthe purchasers build nice cot- 
tages upon their lots, and movein to await tse 
growth of the little town. It does grow slowly at 
first, but by and by it begins to spread a little fas- 
ter, and reaches out towards the big city, while the 
big city bas been coming right 
along at a good round pace, making directly for 
the little town, and before gee feo elapse what 
was erstwhile an old cotton field has become a part 
and parcel of a prosperous city, and a good many 
men who bought corner lots have become rich 
meanwhile. 

Arondale already has a street railroad running 
right into the city of Birmingham, but not one 
house does this future town contain. There will 
be houses—meny of them—dotting the beautiful 
building sites of Arondale soon after 
lots are offered for sale, for it 
offers excellent advanteges as a place 
of residence, being removed from the smoke and 
noise of the furnaces and rolling mills. 

THE BIRMINGHAM LIBRARY ASSOCIATION.

A SCHOONRR’S CREW PUT TO 
FLIGHT BY A TIGER 


Boiling Water Useé With Effect-The Drifting— 
Bchooner—An Appeal for Help — Fighting a 
Tiger—Captain Hesley’s Story .of the 
Dangerous Passenger’s Recapture. 


Says the Philade)phia Times. 

Captain Peter Healey, of the tug-boat Her- 
cules, which came up the river on Saturday 
after towing the brig Helena Morris as far as 
Lewes, Del., reported having rendered assis- 
tance to the schooner H. L. Whitford, which 
bad gone ashore about a mile this side of 
Lewes under very exciting and unusual cir- 
cumstances. The Whiteford was not damaged 
and continued on her voyage atter she had 
been hauled off by the tug-boat. Captain 
Healey is a bluff and weather-beaten old 
mariner, who, several years ago, gave up deep- 
winter sailing and bought a controlling interest 
in the tug-boat Hercules, because foreign voy- 
age took him too much away from his family. 
He has always been noted for his pluckiness 
and hardihood. Leaning back in a com- 
fortable chair in the cosy little cabin of his 
tug-boat Captain Healey related his story: 

‘I left the wharfhere on Friday afternoon 
with the Helena Morris in tow. I was to take 
her as far as Lewes, as they were in a hurry to 
get tosea. The wind had veered from north- 
west to the northeast and blew straight into 
our teeth. It was two o’clock in the morning 
before we got down to Lewes, so after casting 
adrift our tow-line from the brig I decided to 
come toanchor and lie there until morning, 
thinking perhaps Ijcould get_a vessel to tow u 
tothe city. It was blowing | pen fresh, but 
gave the tug a long range of chain, put up an 
anchor light and turned in, leaving one man 
on watch in the pilot house. 

A DRIFTING SCHOONER. 

‘“T think it must have been about half past 
three o’clock when the man on watch ran 
down to my bunk and shook me up with the 
startling news that there was a schooner drift- 
ing down upon us broadside to. I os ee a 
pea-jacketon and ran on deck, and sure 
enough there was a five-hundred-ton schooner 
bearing down upon us with all her sails set. 
She had her side lights up, but there was no- 
body atthe wheel. What surprised me was 
that she should drift almost broadside to the 
wind with her canvas on. The only way I 
could account for it was that her anchor was 
down and dragging the bottom. 

“She fortunately did not collide with the 
tug-boat, and as she drifted past I shouted in 
hopes of waking up the people on_ board, for, 
to tell the truth, I thought they had all turned 
in without setting any anchor watch and that 
the schooner had simply drifted from her 
moorings. You can imagine my surprise when 
at least half a dozen voices answered my shout. 
Some of them came from aloft in the rigging of 
the schooner and another answering shout 
came from the water. As the schooner loomed 
up through the morning mist I made out the 
situation of the men. 

“There was one man standing on the fore- 
top-mast crosstrees, with a red handkerchief 
tied in the rigging above his head; another 
stood up in the maintop, shouting, and in the 
yawl-boat astern were three men, one of 
whom stood up in the bows of the boat with 
an oar in his hand, as if he were waiting for 
somebody or something to show up over the 
schooner’s taflrail. As they drifted past one 
of the men in the yaw! got up and shouted:

FIRE IN ALBANY, 


An Incendiary Ureates a Sensation in the

SERMON DELIVERED BY DR. TAL- 
MAGE YESTERDAY. 


A Hevolution in the Rental of Pews—Pewholders 


Acmitted by Careéd—Dr, Harrison A. Tucker 
Pays Eight Hundred and Ten Dollars 
for His Pew—A-Fine Discourse, 


Brooxiry, N. Y., February 1.—[Special.}— 
Quite a revolution in the Brooklyn tabernacle 
hes taken place in consequence of the recent 
public rental of pews and the audience are 
to-day for the first time in their new places, 
the pew-holders admitted by cards. While in 
other churches the finances have been. de- 
pressed by the hard times, the pews in this 


church have brought higher prices than ever |

year cight hundred and ten dollars for his 
pew and others in proportion. But the free 
principle is combined with this rental and 
seats are reserved for thousands of people who 
pay nothing: Dr. Talmage read another long 
list of new members, making one hundred and 
thirty received at recent meetings of session. 

The subject of the sermon was: “The Old 
Folks’ Visit,”” and the text, Genesis xiv, 28, 
‘‘] will go and see him before I die.’”’ Dr. Tal- 
mage said: 


Jacob had long since passed the hundred, 


year milestone. People had in those days won- 
derful Icngevity, but we have had in later cen- 
turies very aged persons. Galen, the most cel- 
ebrated of ancient physicians, took so little of 
his own medicine that he lived to be 140 years 
old. A trustworthy man on a witness stand 
in England on oath declared* he remembered 
150 years. Lord Bacon speaks of a countess 
who had cut three sets of teeth and was 140 
Joseph Crele, of Pennsylvania, 

Ina book published in 1857 are 


years old. 

died at 140. 
the names of thirty-seven peopls who lived to 
be a 140 years old and eleven who reached 
150. 

Among the grandest old men that we have 
any record of is Jacob, the patriarch of the 
text. But he had a bad lot of boys. The most 
of them were cruel, jealous. and unprincipled. 


His son Joseph was an exception, but he had 
not been heard from for a long while and the 
probability was that he wasdead. But, as it 
is the eustom in some houses now to keep a 
vacant place at the table with plate and knile 
and fork and. chair for a deceased member of 
the family, eo there had always been 
in old Jacob’s heart a place for his 
departed son Joseph. There sits the old 
man, the flock of 145 years having 
in their flight alighted long enough to leave 
the marks of their claws on his forehead and 
cheek and temples. The long white beard 
snows down upon his chest. His eyes some- 
what dim, can see further when they are shut 
than when they are open, for he sees clear 
back to the time when Rachel, his beautiful 
wife, was living and the children shook the 
oriental abode with their merriment. 

While the centenarian sits there brooding 
over the past, there is a rumbling of heavy 
wagons at the door, and theold man gets up 
and goes to the door to see who has 
come, and his sons, returned from 
Egvpt, rush in and tell him- that his son 
Joseph, instead of being dead, is living in the 
Egyptian palace and is next to the king, hav- 
ing all the investiture of prime minister in 
the greatest empire of the world. The news 
was too sudden and too glad for the old man, 
and he looks dazed and his cheeks get white 
and he drops his staff and he would have 
tallen flat had not his boys caught him and 
helped him on alounge and put some water 
to hie face and fanned him alittle. Coming 
to he begins to mumble some words about 
Joseph. “What did you say about my Joseph? 
You did - not mean my  ~<dear_ gon 
Joseph, did yon? He has been dead many 
years. You did not mean him,did you?” But 
iully resuscitated from the nervous shock, and 
assured that the good news are true, the tears 
begin their winding way down the cross roads 
of the wrinkled face, and the. sunken lips of 
the old man quiver, and he clasps his bent 
fingers together and says: “Joséph, my gon, is 
yet alive! I will go and see him before I die.”’ 
It did not take the old man long to get ready, 
[warrant you. He puton the best clothes a 
shepherd's wardrobe could afford, and got into 
a wagon; and when that wagon and the old 
man met Joseph’s chariot coming down to 
meet him it was én aniithesis of rusticity and 
royelty, simplicity and pomp, filial affection 
and paternal love, leaving us so much in doubt 
about whether we had better laugh orcry, 
that we do both. Jacob carried out the 
resolution of the text: ad will 
co end see him before I die.”’ If our friends, 
the reporters, wantan appropriate title for 
this sermon | suggest that they call it “The 
old Folks Visit. ’ 

W hat a strong and lasting thing is parental 
attachment. Was it not most time that Jacob 
forgot Joseph? Many years had come and 
gone. The hotsuns of many summers had 
blasted wpon the heath. 
acain had overflown. Harvests had been sowp 
and reaped. Stars rmen and set. Years of 
plenty. Years of famine. But the intense

son isin the text overwhelmingly dramatic. 


Oh, that is the cord thatcannot be snapped 


though it. be pulled on by whole decades of 
years. When the child disappeared from this 
life the parents mey ave been buat 
twenty-five years of age, and now they may be 
seventy-five, but the vision of cradle and 
childish face and the first utterances of the 
young lips are fresh to-day in spite of the pas- 
sage ofa halfcentary. Joseph is as fresh in 
Jacob’s heart as on the day when, at seven- 
teen years of age, he disappeared from the 
homestead. Finding in our family record the 
story of an infant who died fifty years before, 
I asked my parents something about it, but 
they chiefly answered by a long, deep sigh. It 
was a subject yet of unbearable tenderness. 
All this means that, however long our chil- 
dren are gone away, they are part of us, and the 
cord of endearment that reaches across the 
years will continue to hold us until it brings 
us together in the palace as it did Jacob and 
Joseph.

I congratulate those of you who have the 
honor providing for aged parents. The 
blessing of the Lord God ot Jacob and Joseph 
will be upon you forever, I rejoice to know 
that though my father lived in a plain house 
the most of his days,he died in a mansion pro- 
vided by the filial piety of one of his sons who 
had achieved a fortune, with servants to wait 
on him and carriages an horses to carry him 
whither he os. arbors in which to sit 
during the long summer evenings and dream 
over the past, musieal instruments to cheer 
him, cad in any room of that mansion 
he was welcome and when life was over with 
all the honors that his neighbors could express, 
he was carried out to the village Macpeiah to 
rest beside his Rachel, who for more than fifty 
years had been his companion. After you have 
earned a fortune shure it with the old peonle. 
They probably inculcated the principles 
through which you achieved your success. Pay 
them back a Christian percentage in kindly 
consideration. Let Joseph share with his 
father Jacob'the pasture fields of Goshen and 
the glories of the Egyptian court. 

And here I sound the praises of that sister- 
hocd who bave remained unmarried that they 
might administer to aged parents. The bra- 
tal world sometimes calls these self-sacrificing 
ones by ungallant names and they are said to 
be precise and angular and queer. But if you 
had hed one-half of the annoyances they have 
had, Xantippe would have been an angel 
compared to you. It is easier to take care of 
five romping, rollicking children than one 
childish old man. Among the finest speci- 
mens of womanhocd in Brooklyn and in yon- 
der transpontine city are those who allowed 
the bloom of girlhood to pass in ministries 
te their parents. While other 
maidens were asleep, they were soaking the 
old man’s feet or tucking the coverlids around 
an invalid mother. While others were at the 
cotillion they were dancing attendance of 
rheumatiem or spreading plasters for the 
lame back of the septuagenarian and heating 
catnip tea for insomnia.

A PLUCKY REPORTER. 

A court of justice is a high and mighty 
concern, but when it tackles the average 
newspaper reporter it finds ita hard matter 
to hold its own. 

Courts are clothed with tremendous author- 
ity in the matter of contempt. This author- 
ity is necessary in many instances to secure 
the enforement of process, mandates, de- 
crees, rules, etc., but in all civilized countries 
public sentiment appears to be strongly op- 
posed to the imprisonment of a newspaper 

man for contempt, where he has done noth- 
ing beyond refusing to disclose official se- 
crets. A‘case of this kind occurred in Ro- 


ve Be chesier, New York, the other day. John 


Dennis, a reporter, was brought before the 
grand jury and asked to divulge the authori- 
ty of .certain articles in his paper, and the 
source of the information contained in said 
articles. Dennis refused to answer 
the questions on the ground that it would be 
disclosing oftice secrets which to him were 
sacred. The matter was brought before the 
judge and he promptly committed the re- 

porter to jailfor contempt of court. At the 
jail Dennis held a levee all the afternoon. 
Lawyers, business men, physicians, clergy- 
men and others called on him, and his apart- 
ment was filled with remembrances from 
personal friends. A majority of the city 
journalists assembled at the jail, and helda 
meeting in the sheriff’s parlor, where they 
passed resolutions approving the course of 
Dennis and condemning a law that impris- 
ons an innocent man without bail for refus- 
ing to give his sources of information while 
engaged in the work of exposing municipal 
corruption. The meeting also pledged the 
prisoner its hearty support. 

When public sentiment is manifested in 
such a manner it makes the imprisoned man 
a popular hero, and the court is effectually 
checked. Aftera short imprisonment Den- 
nis will be released, and the people will hail 
him as a plucky martyr in a just cause. Re- 
cently, just such cases have come before the 
courts in Boston, San francisco and Paris, 

ut the judges were politic enough to let the 

seedings drop. They either would not or 
‘ not imprison a repcrter for his faithful 
“ge of his duties.

ENGLISH AND THE “‘CLASSICS.,”’ 

Dr. Todd, of New Haven, who lives where 
he can see the students of Yale engaged in 
the study of the classics, and slugging, and 
basebal], joins the vast majority otf those 
who protest against the character and meth- 
ods of the system now in vogue in our edu- 
cational institutions. ‘The Latin and Greek 
of our colleges,’ says Dr. Todd, “form a 
jumble. They are not taught to be spoken, 
and in the bands of some of our professor’ 
bear more resemblance to a Chinese puzzle 
than the languages opening up rich fields to 
the student.”’ 

This statement is sweeping enough to bear 
modification, but there isno doubt that it 
represents the views ot a great many people 
—and scholarly people at that—who believe 
that the time bas arrived when the progress 
of our institutions of learning should bear 
some reasonable relation to the progress of 
other institutions, and who believe that so 
costly a treasure as an education should be 
the means of fitting a young manor woman 
for the practieal part they are to play in this 
life. 

The great objection is, not that the educa- 
tional institutions of the country are una- 
ble to meet the demands that are likely to 
be made on them, but they seem to lack the 
vitality necessary to bring about a reform in 
their present methods. This lack of vitality 
sometimes goes on parade as conservatism, 
but conservatism is a healthy symptom 
whenever and wherever it manifests itself. 
There can be noconservatism in a refusal on 
the part of our colleges and universities to 
adjust themselves to the needs of those who 
seek to take advantage of the educational 
opportunities they ofler. 

The truth is, our institutions of learning 
are given oyer to the deadly influences of 
precedent. They are managed now—the 
most of them, for there are some notable ex- 
ceptions—as they were managed when those 
who sought their advantages proposed to 
themselves a life of leisure. They were 
either the sons of rich men, with ample for- 
tunes, or they were young men who sought a 
classical education for the supposed advant- 
ages it gave them in the study of law or med- 
icine. There has been little or no improve- 
ment in the methods of our colleges, but each 
has pursued the same routine and followed 
the same old precedents. 

But a change has begun, and itis a change 
that has been brought about, we are glad to 
say, by the influence of southern educators, 
The probability now is that before many 
years we shall have college graduates who 
will thoroughly understand their own lan- 
guage and be able to read Sbhakspeare under- 
standingly. We mention Shakspeare because 
his simplicity can be understood and appre- 
ciated only by those who understand the 
English language. Two-thirds of the litera- 
ture of explanation that hasgrown up around 
his works is based on the delusions of those 
who have had what is called a ‘‘classical 
training.” 

Such men as Professor James A. Harrison, 
of Washington-Lee university, and other 
southern educators whom we could name, 
are doing much to popu'arize the study of 
the English language. Professor Harrison 
is editing a series of Anglo-Saxon text books, 
and before a creat while “even those who are 
standing up for the ‘‘classics’’ will admi 
that English is as ‘“‘classic’’ as any language, 
and as beautiful and useful. Ourcolleges can 
do much to bring this about by insisting on a 
thorough English course.

MILO MAIZE AND ITS FUTURE,

_ Itappears probable to us that milo maize 
is worthy of trial. Mr. Benson—who writes 
from actual experience—writes strongly as 
to its merits. He says that in no season will 
it fail to yield twice as much weight in seed 
_ 4 twice as much forage as corn, and that 
i the stalks taken from a quarter ofan 
e be bad enough “roughness” to carryjten 
ad of cattle through six months. He says 
the seed ground coarsely make excellent food 
for stock or ground finer make cakes superior 
to buckwheat. The analysis ot the seed shows 
that it equals wheat in its nutritive quali- 
ties. These facts are important and worthy 
close study.

Talmage must have used his eyes and ears to very 
little purpose on his trip from Montreal to New 
Orleans if he came to the conclusion that intem- 
perance is now fite times greater than it wasa few 
years ago. Exactly the reverse is the real state of 
affairs. The doctor could bave seen, also, if he 
had utilized his opportunities, that the local op- 
tion and high license lawsin the southern states 
so far from driving liquor from one state into an- 
other were being adopted by state after state with 
such rapidity as to point the way clearly to the 
proper solution of the liquor problem. This is 
better than investing the national government 
with new and dangerous powers.

Facts About Cotton. 

Please tell me 
something about the early history of cotton in 
this country. 

Cotton was first grown by the early colonists in 
1621, but it was pot an article of general home 
consumption or of export for many years. In 
1748 seven bags of cotton-wool, valued at £3 11s 5d 
a beg, were among the exports of Charleston, 5. 
C.,; and after the revolution the growth and ex- 
portation of the sea island cotton had com- 
menced, seed having been obtained from 
one of the leeward isles. Originally 
the cotton was separated from the seed 
with the fingers, and afterwards there were sev- 
eral contrivances used, among them the employ- 
ment ofa long bow fitted with a number of strings 
which, being vibrated by the blows ofa wooden 
mallet while in contact with a bunch of cotton, 
shook the seed and dust from the mass.

other inventions were subsequently used in other 
sections of the south, but none of them accom- 
plished the desired work. In17%4, Eli Whitney, 
then residing in Georgia, discovered the saw gin, 
which completely removes all extraneous mat- 
ters without injury to the fibre, and enablesa man 
to clean 300 pounds a day instead of one pound, 
as he had been able todo by hand. This wonder- 
ful labor-saving machine hes exerted an influence 
on the industrial interests of the world, and has 
placed cottonfamong our national exports. 


Government Seeds. 

A. B., Blackville, 8. C.; How can I getseeds from 
Washington, and what can I get? 

Congress votes $100,000 annually for seeds. Two- 
thirds of this sum go back in seeds to the 400 sen- 
ators and representatives, and the commissioner 
of agriculture Gistributes the rest through other 
channels. Each congressman is allotted 5,000 pa- 
pers of vegetable seeds and 1,000 papers of flower 
seeds to begin with. In addition, the members 
from tobacco districts have received in the past 
year 0 papers of imported tobacco seed each; 
the cotton belt members have each had 200 quarts 
of cotton seed; the winter wheat men 200 quarts 
apiece of the staple grain, and the spring wheat 
and corn representatives have been equally favor. 
ed. Turnip seed, grass seed, sorghum and sugar 
beet seeds arealso distributed among“ favorable 
districts. Farmers who desire seeds from the de- 
partment should apply through their representa- 
tives in congress.

It supports 22 royal families at a di- 
rect cost of $16,500,000 perannum, Turkey comes 
next, the sultan and family spending $16,250,000 a 
year. Russia gives the czar of the imperial family 
$12,250,000. The Austrian imperial family has to 
be contented with $4,650,000 a year. England 
pays $4,500,000 per annum to the 
royal families. Italy pay $3,500,000 and Spain 
$2,000,000 a year. Belgium pays her king $660,000. 
Monarchy costs Norway and Sweden $587,500; Den- 
mark, $310,000; Holland, $315,000; Roumania, $240,- 
C00 and Greece, $210,000 per annum. Republican 
France gives her president $180,000 for salary and 
household expenses. The Swiss republic pays its 
president $3,000 a year, which is probably the 
smallest sum that the head of any civilized nation 
in the world receives.

Its extensive and gor- 
geous offices occupy the center of the grand 
structure cle voted to the use of the state, war 
and navy departments. Not the state depart- 
ment itself can vie with the navy department 
in the splendor of its adornments. The secre- 
tary’s door 18 guarded by a brace of gray- 
haired. janissaries and over the portal that 
leads to the inner court of this ruler of 
our “navee” hangs festoons of the national 
colors‘held inthe grasp of a fierce brazen 
eagle. The interior is arranged ona scale of 
magnificence foretokened by the decorations of 
the vestibule. The secretary of the navy 
realized some vears ago that he was an orna- 
mental appendage to the governmental 
machinery and resolved to play his part to 
perfection. He is the most magnificently 
equipped individual in the service of the peo- 
ple of the United States, not accepting the oc- 
eupant of the white house, on whose plain sur- 
roundings this son of Neptune can look 
with patronizing condescension from the tapes- 
tried iioors, the polished marble walls, the lace 
curtains and the lavish luxuries of ornamenta- 
tion that make his “business office’ shine 
like the boudoir of a princess. And yet this is 
not the costlhest apartment in the building. Just 
overhead is a room of simpler but tastier and 
richer elegance. Itis 
THE NAVY LIBRARY, 
the finest room in this country—one of the 


finest in the world. It is small, measuring 
only forty feet in length by thirty in 
width. It contains only fifteen thousand 


volumes, nearly all on scientific subjects. On 
this little room has been spent enough money 
io paper its walls with bank bills. If that 
were done they would be marred, for they are 
beautiful already. Standing in the center of 
the star which shoots its fine points in the 
many tints of ten thousand tiny tiles and cov- 
ers the floor wiah its costly spangles, you can 
throw your gaze overhead and see the sun- 
light falling through the ground glass roof 
upon decorations in bronze and marble and 
gilt. In the walls are set huge slabs of black 
malachite from the Alps,bordered with strips of 
red marble from France and yellow marble 
from Switzerland. Above these are specimens 
from the quarries of ourown land similarly 
get‘in Contrast of color. Half way to the roof 
abaleony extends around the room with a 
megnificent bronze balustrade wrought in de- 
signs that tell of themythsofthe sea. Large 
circular pieces of onyx from New Mexico are 
set into this railing andateach corner bronze 
figures of “Literature,” “Science,” ‘Art’ and 
“Commerce” look down on their bronze sisters 
in the corners below, representing ‘ War,” 
“Peace;”’ “Industry” and * History.” 

The entire furniture of the library is of red 
Russia leather and mahogany. The visitor is 
surprised so find no relics o1 naval wars, or 
curiosities such as are to be seen in all the 
other departments. What is called 

THE NAVAL MUSEUM 
is located at the navy yard, 
two miles away, but it is not an inter- 
esting collection. There are specimens of an- 
cient and modern weapons in the hands of 
wax figures supposed to represent the contem- 
poraneous seamen ; two carved and 
ornamented Mexican cannon captured 
at the siege of Vera Cruz; and various 
properly labelled articles of more or less his- 
toric value. The most popular possession of 
the museum is the section of the timbers of the 
“Kearsage’’ containing the first shell fired 
from the “Alabama” in the duel at Cherbourg 
with such admirable aim that had it exploded 
the ““Kearsage”’ would have found the bottom 
before the fight had fairly begun. Captain 
Isaae Hull was one ofthe men who showed 
the world in the war of 1512 that we knew how 


to fight on water as wellasonland. After his 
victory with the “Constitution” over the 
British frigate ‘‘Guerrerre,” the people 


of Philadelphia, presented him-with a huge 
silver punch bowl, a gold mounted sword and 
a brace of ponderous pistols. Hull’s services 
were not appreciated, as he thought, by the 
navy department, and he died with feelings 
of resentment toward it. His widow sent the 
gifts of Philadelphia to the state department 
with the request that they be preserved there, 
and there they are.

George Bancroft, the 
venerable historian, was secretaryjof the navy 
from March 1845, to September in the follow- 
ing fear, and to-day counts among the many 
horors that crown his silvery locks that of 
being the oldest living ex-cabinent minister. 
Benjamin Stoddert was George Wash- 
ington’s secretary of the navy. Gideon 
Welles managed its affairs all during the war 
and served over ejght years, or longer than 
any other man. George M. Robeson was secre- 
tary of the navy nearly as long—long enough 
to acquire the nickname “Secor,’’ and 
many other things of more value, unless he 
hes been greatly slandered. It would be far 
more interesting to tell who will be the next 
secretary of the navy than to recount the list 
with the virtues and vices of those who have 
filled this office. It would seem that the 
record of mediocrity is to be continued in this 
department,for while every other cabinet posi- 
tion has been filled at least a dozen times for 
Mr. Cleveland by the wiso men who tell us 
what will occur, they have noticably neglected 
the navy. Only two or three gentlemen have 
been named in this connection. It is proba- 
ble that Mr. Cleveland may induce some pa- 
triot io accept this trust. During the next 
four years Sit may be the place where practi- 
cal sense, executive capacity, and absolute 
honesty will be needed, even beyond the re- 
quirements of any other cabinet office. The 
time is ripe for a great secretary of the navy.

4A HIGH CASTE ROBBERY. 


How they Manage These Things in Remote 
Austrian Regions, 
Vienna Letter in the London Telegraph. 

A startling and mysterious robbery is re- 
ported from Linz, the particulars of which 
read like a page from one of the novels of Al- 
exander Dumas the elder. Last week Herr 
Peszl, postmaster at Neuzeug, a small locali- 
ty in the district of Linz, had to take a sum of 
4,000 florins, together with some es gs of 


value, to the town of Steyr. n the 
train he entered into conversation with 
a respectably dressed individual, who 
geve himself out to be an insurance broker, 


and was evidently well acquainted with Steyr 
and the surrounding country. They traveled 
together as far as Linz, when the stranger, 
announcing his intention of putting up at the 
same hotel as his companion, suggested that 
they should drive thither from the station to- 
gether. To this the postmaster agreed, and 
accordingly they both got into a two-horse 


closed conveyance that was wait- 
ing outside. Shortly after start- 
ing the pseudo-imsurance’ broker of- 
fered the unsuspectin ostmaster his snuff 


bex, and no sooner had Herr Peszl partaken of 
its contents than he lost consciousness. When 
he began to recover consciousness he was being 
driven ata furious speed across the Bim 
country. While still in a confused state Herr 
Peszl asked his companion whither they were 
bound, but instead of replying the latter 
applied a damp cloth to Herr Peszl’s face, 
which caused the postmaster to relapse into 
his former unconscious condition. He has 
no recollection of what occurred 
for some time afterwards, but in tha morning 
he once more revived and found himself in a 
small open trap, seated next to a man he had 
never seen before. Another man, in peasant’s 
dress was leading §the horse. Herr Peszl at 
once remarked that his bag of valuables had 
disappeared, together with his fur coat, which 
had been replaced by a thinner one made of a 
kind of Tyrolese homespun cloth. They were 
driving along a valley unknown to Herr 


Pesz]. Inthe course of half an hour they 
stopped in front of a dilapidated peas- 
ant house, built of rough ray 


stone. The postmaster was bidden to alight 
and was conducted toa large, bare room on 
the ground floor, where he was kept a pris- 
oner for four days. Food was brought to hm 
by the man dressed as a peasant. Last Tues- 
day, about 3 o'clock in the morning, Herr 
Peszl was roused from his sleep by the same 
individual, and after dressing himself, was 
led about 200 paces from the house, where a 
sledge was waiting forthem, It was snowing 
hard ard almost pitch dark. As they drove 
along Herr Peszl pressed his jailer 
with questions, but all the answer he could 
get was that he was being driven home. About 
an hour and a half from the time of their start 
they pulled up within forty yards of a small 
railway station. On alighting Herr Peszi found 
himselt face to face with the man who had 
travelled with him to Linz. That mysterious 
individual handed to Herr Peszi his fur cont 
and meney beg, together with a ticket for Steyr, 
whither t nrged him to return at once, 
as he was wanted by the police. All this was 
the work of a couple of minutes; the train was 
in the station and Herr Pezl had only 
just time to take his seat without asking furth- 
er questions. On examining his money bag 
he found it empty, which cannot have cause 
him much surprise. On reaching home 
he was shown the following telegram, re- 
ceived at the Neuzeug post-office 
during his absence: “Thank God! I am alive, 
end hope toreturn in twodays. Let therm 
know in Steyr. A. thousand greetings.— 
Signed, Peszu.” The hero of this extraordin- 
ary adventure is a man of such excellent 
character that, so far, bis narrative does not 
seem to bave excited any suspicion on the: 
part of the local authorities.

THE NEGRO IN HAYTI. 


Study of His Life and Government by an 
Impartial Witness. 
The book of Sir Spenser St. John, late minister 
{ Engiand to Hayti, is creatingja profound sensa- 
ion. It has demonstrated that the only safety for 
the negro is in close association with white people, 
in a great government in which the white man 
clearly and unmistakably dominates. We have 
already quoted largely from Mr. St. John’s book to 
show how utterly the negroes have failed at self- 
government. We add a few extracts 
this morning. He says concerning 
THE BLACKS AND THE MULATTOES. 

There is a marked line drawn between the black 
and the mulatto, which is probably the most dis- 
astrous circumstance for the future prosperity of 
thecountry. ‘A faithful historian, after carefully 
studying past events, can come to no other con- 
clusion than that the low state of civilization 
which still obtains in the island arises principally 
from this unmeaning quarrel.’’ The black hates 
the mulatio, the mulatto despises the black; pro- 
scriptions, murders, massacres have afisen and 


will continue to arise as long as this deplorable 
feeling prevails. There is no sign of its abate- 
ment; on the con , never was it so marked as 
at th qresent day. A black minister once said to 
me: “We blacks and whites like and respect each 
other, because we area pure race; but as for those 
mulattoes —-—”’ 

This contempt of the black is felt by nearly 
every colored girl, and is bitterly resented. ‘'I 
have seen young mulatto women refusing to dance 
with blacks at a ball, and the latter, in fury, 
threatening to ‘call out’ the father or brother of 
the offending beauty. Yet what can be more ab- 
surd than such a pretension or prejudice, when, 
but two generations removed, their mothers were 
African slaves! I have heard of colored women 
talking about their families and their aristocratic 
connections, when I have known that in a back 
room, slowly fading away, was some black ‘mam- 
selle,’ the grandmother of the proud beauties,” 

It is notatall unlikely that the whites and 
blacks will combine to make war against the hy- 
brid mulattoes. Touching marriage between the 
reces, he says: 

Few marriages take place between the Haytian 
whites and blacks. ‘The only instance of which 
Il heard wasa German clerk, who married the 
daughter of a minister in the hope of making his 
fortune through the contracts he expected to ob 
tein from his unscrupulous father-in-law; but 
within a fortnight of the marriage the minister 
wes expelled from office.’’ 

We are told there is no instinctive differences 
between the races, and yet in Hayti, where fora 
century the blacks have been in the majority, a 
minister for ten years hears of only one marriage 
between white and black, We have this descrip- 
tion of the 


SACRIFICE OF A CHILD, 

The neighboring villagers flocked to the cere- 
mony. With these the Catholic priest mixed, and 
saw allthat wenton. Asin the previous descrip- 


tion, the people came to ask that their wishes 
should be gratified, and the priestess stood on the 
box containing the serpent. At first she went 
into a violent paroxysm, then, in a _ sort 
of half-ttrance, she promiced all that 
they could desire. A white cock 
and then a white goat were killed and those pres- 
ent were marked with their blood. Up to this 
point it appeared as if Monseigneur were repeat- 
ing some pages from Moreau de St. Mery, but it 
soon changed. He continued: 

“Presently an athletic young negro came and 
knelt betore the priestess and said, ‘‘Oh, maman, 
I havea favor to ask.’ ‘Whatis it, my son?’ 
‘Give us, to complete the sacrifice, the goat with- 
out horns.’ 

“She gave a sign of assent; the crowd in theshed 
separated, and there wasa child sitting with its 
feet bound. Inan instant arope already passed 
through a block tightened, the child’s feet flew up 
— the roof and the priest approached it wit 
a knife. 

“The loud shriek given by the victim aroused 
the Frenchman to the truth of what was really 
going on. He shouted, ‘Oh, spare the child!’ and 
would have darted forward, but he was seized by 
his jriends around him and literally carried from 
the spot. There was a short pursuit, but the priest 
got salely back to the town. 

“He tried to arousethe police to hasten to the 
spot, but they wouiddo nothing. In the morn- 
ing they accompanied him to the scene of the sac- 
rifice. They found the remains of the feast, and 
near the shed the boiled skull of the child.’’ 


A still more horrible and detailed account of 
where a child was sacrificed to youdoo ceremonies, 
and then boiled and eaten. Following is a de- 
scription of 

AN EXECUTION IN HAYTI, 

The prisoners, men and women, were all clothed 
in white robes and white head-dresses, the gar- 
ments reserved for parricides, and drawn in carts 


to the place of execution, and all but. one had a 
sullen look of resignation, and neither uttereda 
word nor a complaint, while the eighth, the 
young woman Roseide, kept up a continued con- 
versation with the crowd around her. 

Every effort was made by the government to 
give solemnity to the occasion: the troops and 

jaytian National Guard were summoned, for even 
the word “rescue”? had been pronounced; the 
principal authorities attended, and thousands of 
spectators gathered round the spot. 

The prisoners, tied in pairs, were placed ina 
line, and faced by five soldiers to each pair. They 
fired with such inaccuracy that only six feil 
wounded on the first discharge. It took 
these untrained men fully half an hour to 
complete their work, and the incidents were 
so painful that the herror at the prisoners’ crimes 
was almost turnedinto pity at witnessing their 
unnecessary sufferings. 

As usual, the prisoners behaved with great 
courage, even .the women standing up unflinch- 
ingly before their executioners, and receiving their 
fire without quailing, and when at last they fell 
wounded no cry was heard, but they were seon 
beckoning the soldiers to approach, and Roseide 
he’d the muzzleof a musket to her bosom and 
called on the man to fire.

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AN OLD WOMAN’S REMEDY. 


Clingman’s Tobacco Care and 
Beverly Tucker’s Cancer Remedy. 
From the New York Tribune. 

A pamphlet by General T. L. Clingman, of Sou.h 
Carolina, has just been issued in which remark- 
able cures are set down as the result of applica- 
tions of tobacco leaf. About every disease under 
the sun is said to have yielded to its charm. 
Chatting with a southerner yesterday he said: 

“Tobacco has been classed among the old wo- 
man’s remedies ever since I can remember. Why, 
from boyhood I can remember its simple applica- 
tions in various forms, When I got stung bya 
bee, my father, who was an inveterate chewer, 
would take acud from his mouth and bind it om 
the wound. That was the end of the pain. If my 
eyes got sore they were bound upat night in the 
same poultice, and when I gota black eye in a 
fight one day, I got the tobacco as well as a lick- 
ing when I got home.”’ 

Beverly Tucker, of Virginia, said yesterday on 
the same topic: 

“It is remarkable what tobacco wfil do, when 
applied as General Clingman directs. Why, it will 
even take outa corn, Mills. of Texas, and John 


Hancock both tried it a short time ago for corns, 
and after two nights’ apvlications they were able 
to pick the corns out with their tiogers. Bunu.ons, 
too, those eternal efllictions, are removed by it.

THE FACTS CONCERNING ITSCUL- 
*TURE GIVEN. 


Mow the Plant Was Introduced Into This Country— 
Ite Extraordinary Productiveness--Ite Power 
to Withstand Drouth—The Method 
of Its Cultivation--Btc., Etc. 


UT awouewoop,” Marietta, Ga., January 31, 
1685.—Editors Constitution: In compliance 
with your request, I give you the following 
account of what I have learned concerning 
“millo maize,” and my four year’s experience 
in its culture. . 
, HISTORIC. 
‘The original millo maize seed was imported 
from South America by the Rev. H. B. Pratt, 
in 1877, and was cultivated for several years 
by his son, Mr. B. G. Pratt, et or near Winns- 
boro, South Carolina. 

[thas ldng been the staple grain, answer- 


SES, ing the several uses of our Indian oorn, for 


the population of a large area of South 


America. 

_ lL obtained my seed of Mr. Chas. Pratt, and 
first planted it in the spring of 1881. Although 
it had over seven months’ good season, it fail- 
ed to form seed heads, and I am iuformed that 
none of the imported seed planted in Georgia 
that season, matured its seed,while the Pratt’s 
and others secured crops in South Carolina. 

Notwithstanding its failure to make seed, 
the foliage of that crop was amazingly heavy 
and I pulled atthe rate of 4,800 ounds of 
fodder to an acre, and was informed that Mr. 
Richard Peters bad, that same season, saved 
4,000 bundles oftodder to an acre, from ten 

eres. Jl afterwards cut and fed the stalks to 
my stock, which they ate greedily and wasted 
none. , 

There has been discussion as f& what the 
plant was,and where it originated. It evi- 
dently belongs to the sorghum family. My 
seed came from the Pratts and hence is from 
parent seed of South America. 

DESCRIPTION OF THB PLANT, ETC. 

Its stalk and foliage, habits and mode of 

rowing, resembles sorghum. It grows to a 
Bei ht of 8 and even }4 feet, andis clothed 
with verdure from bottom to top. The seed 
heads, stand ercct, measuring 6 to 10 inches in 
length, being very compact and close, the seed 
crowding tightly together, weighing three to 
five ounces, and numbering 3,000 to 5,000 seed 


t+ -<o each head and 14,000 to 17,000 seed to a 


»~0und. Millo seed weighs, uniformly, sixty 
(60) pounds to a bushel. 

The original seed, were about half the size 
of large white wheat, of a clayish-brown color 
and had a small bright scarlet eye. In shape, 
the seed have the appearance of nearly round 
grams of corn. 

The foliage of the plant is, longer, heavier, 
and more abundant than that of Indian corn 
and is quite as easily cured. It is eaten with 
evident relish by stock, quite as much as that

WITHSTANDING DRBOUTH,. 


The very marked characteristic of millo, in 
holding its own, continuing its vigorous 
growth, right through our severest drouths, 
seems to entitle it to our very first consider- 
ation. The only perceptible effect of a drouth 
upon it, being in the smaller yield of good 
seed, failing as it does to fill out fully. I 
watched the crop carefully throughout the 
seyere drouth of 1883, and called the atten- 
tion of many persons to its green and luxuri- 
ant condition; even when corn was curled and 
dried up, millo looked as if it had been wa- 
tered daily. 

Too much cannot be aaid in its praise and 
ccmmendation, both as to forage and seed, for 
a home staple crop, for, in support of its cer- 
tainty to yield a crop, drouth or no drouth, I 
msey! at the foregoing in another form: In 
pe rei /n‘will millo maize fail to yield nearly 
Wete Amuch esced in weight, and many 
times 4s much forage as corn. 

MILLO MAIZE IS NOT A DOURA. 

It is essentially different from all ‘douras, 
notonly in its analysis, butin the fact that 
douras produce only one stalk from a seed, 
while the original millo seed tillered from 
four to nine stalks from a seed, and the im- 
proved or acclimated seed now tillers from 
niae to twenty-eight. 

ACCLIMATIZATION. 

The first objection raised to millo was the 
long season—nearly eight months—required 
to make and mature itsseed; another was, the 
difficulty most every one hadin securing a 
stend, but this belongs more properly under 
the head of ‘‘Pianting.”’ 

The wonderful yield of leaf forage in 1881, 
fixed mv attention upon the plant, and, from 
observation and experience, | felt convinced 
that the plant would accommodate its habits 
to our climate, and with careful selection of 
seed and cultivation, its long season for matur- 
ing seed might be shortened. 

RESULTS. 

In 1882 I again proeured and planted seed, 
obtained of Mr. Charles Pratt—these seed 
were harvested in South Carolina in 1881, a

ushels of seed to the acre. eason, about six 
end a half months. 
\% Im 1883—our severe drouth—I obtained 
A wenty-four bushéls from au acre,in about 
» ‘x months, and found in the field several 
-*seads which had tully ripened their seed

When I reported this fact to the agricultural 
department there was a suspicion that | must 
haveegotten some stray branching sorghum or 
doura seed mixed with mine. I said, ‘Wait 
and see.”’ 

Last season (1884) 1 planted one patch of 
about quarter of an acre, and obtained there- 
from 268 pounds of ae lodder and 17% 
bushels—-equaling 70 bushels to an acre—of 

_ cleaned prime seed, and it matured in about 
‘five and a half months. I also planted an- 

other patch with tbe prepraturely ripened 
seed—pilanted it, after cutting oats, in June, 
matured its seed in about four and a half 
months. This seed attained nearly three 
times the size of the original seed. I 
expect to pursue experiments with the 
prematurely ripening seed, in the hope, and 
and as | believe, ef fixing such a shortened sea- 
son for maturing seed, as to give us a “‘follow- 
ing crop.” But I wish it understood that the 
body statements of this paper are confined 
wholly tomy main crop, the seed of which 
has nearly doubled in its size by culture and 
acclimatization. 

The amount of leaf forage has also materially 
inereased, but the manilest strength and in- 
creased vigor imparted to the plant by its im- 

ements, has developed en astonishing and 
invariable result as to the etalk, which f will 
treat in full under the head of “Revelation.” 

I have now recounted the progress of im- 
nrovement of this seed and plant, which is 
mainly due to acclimatization. 

The season for maturing its seed is shorten- 
ed from nearly eight to five and a hali 
months.

SELECTING ITS SEED FOR PLANTING. i! 

After threshing the heads out, the seed have 
been put through a fanning mill, run at high 
speed, blowing out trash and light, faulty 

' seed; then they have been put through series 
of suitable meshes to reject small seed. As an 
illustration of the effective results from this 
method, I will cite the crop of 1883: Twenty- 

ight bushels which I thus cleaned, were cull- 
to eleven bushels of prime seed.

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small seed must be enveloped with moisture, 
for not lesa than forty-eight hours, to ensure 
their germination—to avoid their rotting, 
which they certainly will do—if moisture and 
dryness alternately and repeatedly act upon 
the seed during the time stated. 

In planting, use twice or three times the 
number of seed that you require of standing 
plants, viz.: : 

For a Seed Crop.—Drop six to eight seed to 
a bill, the nilla being three feet apart in the 
row, and thé rows four feet apart, making the 
check of four by three. Pull toa stand of four 
plants to each hill—never leave more. 

For Forage Cutting.—Drop three to four seed 
toa hill, and the hills one foot apart in the 
row, the rows being two and one-half to 
three feet apart. You may leave a stand of 
two; I prefer one. ; 
The plants should be four to six inches high 
when pulled to a stand. 

It is necessary, when going over the field 
the first time, with hoe, to be careful in get- 
ting out all grass and weeds. The plant does 
not start vigorously, but after weeding and 
pulling to a stand it will grow off rapidly. 

Plow as you would corn. Usually three 
plowings will suffice for the seed crop, and 
two for forage cutting. 

Another advantage I may point for this 
plant.. While with corn and cotton clean cul- 
ture keep the soil exposed to the sun’s heat, 
millo, with its dense forage, shades the 
ground. I think an examination of this fact 
will give encouragement. 

Fertilizing.—An examination of the accom- 
panying table of analyses will show that the 
ash of millo seed requires less of those searcer 
minerals than wheat, but as its yield should 


‘be from 50 to 90 bushels of seed per acre, the 


farmer will of course see the necessity of sup- 
plying at least the requisite amount of phos- 
phoric acid and potash, viz: 0.70 phos. acid 
equals 42-100 pound in the. ash of one bushel 
of millo seed, and therefore 21 poundsare re- 
quired for 50 bushels, or 38 pounds of phos. 
atid to product « yield of 90 bushels of seed 
per acre. So much by way of ex- 
planation. I would, therefore, suggest 
using 300 to 350 pounds ofacid phosphate (of 
13 per cent P A), 100 to 150 pounds of kainit, 
for a seed crop, and apply it mixed—one-third 
in the bottom of the ridge before planting, 
another third turned in at second plowing and 
the last at third plowing. There may be some 
reason in feeding at periods to gratify a plant’s 
notoin of digestion and assimilation. 

For Forage Cutting—I suggest 100 pounds of 
acid phosphate, 75 pounds kainit and 100 
pounds of cotton seed meal, one half put in the 
soil before planting and the other half at the 
second plowing. 

If possible, these top-dressings should be 
made when the soil and atmosphere are moist 
~-8ay ie before rain. 

With Reference to Fertilization.—All other 
conditions being favorable to acrop, the far- 
mer can scarcely gd astray, who, knowing 
whatthe ash of his plant and seed are, sup- 
plies the soil with the full amount of that 
article or plant-tood, and in condition for the 

lant’s appropriation; for, if the plant’s root- 
letts cannot find the materials-requisite tor the 
erformance of its tunctions—both for its¢lfand 
its seed—why expect it to make a crop? 

This is amatter about which too many per- 
sist in guessing at, if ever thought of, while he 
who follows the rule need scarcely ever fail. 

Planting.—I suggest at least three, one at 
early corn planting, and two others, each a 
month later than the former. This plan with 
millo will insure green forage in event of a 
summer drouth, and fresh vigorous stalks at 
about early frost for winter teed to stock. 

FORAGE. 

When you plant for forage only, that is, for 
seveal cuttings during @ season, the plants will 
tiller from two to five, and should be cut be- 
fore jointing, say three to four feet high. Its 
height will depend mainly upon the richness 
of the soil, after the firat cutting it will grow 
off rapidly and tiller freely, making a dense 
forage. 1 would let it average four to five feet 
high before cut ing second time, and say six feet 
for third, lastly, just before frost. The rule, 
however, is to cut before jointing, for if you 
setts that, and then cut, that will cease a 

urther supply of forage from the stalk so cut. 

have, however, seen. instances where it 
would after such treatment shoot from the 
root. 

The foregoing applies to green forage, secur- 
ed during the season. It cures well, and may 
be stored for winter use.

FORAGE FROM GPASS TO GRASS! MILLO BTALKS 
SUPPLY ROUGHNESS FOR TEN HEAD OF STOCK

One of the results from the improvement of 
this plant, when grown for seed, has been its 
large increase of tillerage. Originally, it 
threw up four to nine, now it tillers at the 
least nine and makes as many as twenty-eight 
stalks froma single seed, averaging, say fif- 

But the important fact is4.¢ fresh, vigorous 
and nutritious conditiong. the stalk after its 
fodder has been pulled and its seed-heads 
cut off. . 

In 1882 and 1883 the maturing of the seed 
sec med to have exhausted the pres leaving 
the stalk apparently as dry and worthless as 
corn stalks. But im October 1 found them 
fresh and throwing out new shoots, some of 
them a foot long, and indeed some new forms 
for heads. The whole stalk seemed full of sac- 
charine and nutritious matter, and I deter- 
mined to try them for steck-feed. 

They were cut and a few only were put in 
my barn, having no room for more, the bal- 
ance were put underashed. They donot ap- 
pear to have been atall effected by frost or 
weather, but if left wholly exposed they might 
decay. This is recorded to show that no pains 
in curing nor extra care seems necessary to 
be given to them, all they need is to be put 
under cover at once after cutting. 

I woudd impress the fact that millo stalks from 
about 4 quarteracre, from which 268 pounds 
of fodder and 17% bushels of prime seed had 
been saved, have supplied my seven head of 
cattle and three horses with roughness for 
three months, with enough leftto last them 
till April 1. 

What I mean by roughnesis hay, etc., ex- 
clusive of bran and cotton seed meal for cow 
and oats for horses. I have not used any corn 
or its meal for stock since November Ist. My 
barn was filled to repletion with oats, millet, 
orchard andclover hay, a splendid crop of 
seven tons of mixed millet pea vine and corn 
from one aere, besides corn and millo fodder. 
I had also putin in October three bales of 
hay, and there is my barn, filled ‘with rough- 
ness, nota pound of which have I used, nor 
will I require of necessity as food to touch it 
for my stock. Indeed [would have been 
eaved much trouble and ex e had | 
known that millo stalks filled the whole 
bill. 

Ifmy millo seed were not worth too much 
for seed to plant I would have ground them 
‘coarsely, fed the grits to horse and mule, 
and the meal to the cows (except 
what I need for my own table), for 
[ am satisfied that millo maize with its fod- 
der and stalks constitute a perfect feed tor 
stock, atany rate very moan perfect, (see 
analysis table for the feed value of the seed, 
almost identical with wheat) of course a change 
of diet is acceptable to man and beast. 

Now, if a tew acres of millo maize, cultiva- 
ted by every Georgia farmer, will. carry, the 
stock of the state Renn grass to grass, and 
bridge-over our sunimer drouth, and 
keep stock in such condition 
esamineare. 1 wish you could see them. 
Never in better order ?
